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CITIES PROTEST ON 
GOYE RNOR-SQ BILL 

Object to Taxes For "Boston 

Traffic Problem^^ — Officials 

Explain Subway Extension 



The bill to extend the Boylston-tt 
subway under Governor sq to a point 
on Beacon st Just east of the railroad 
bridge and to a point on Common- 
wealth av opposite Temple Israel was 
heard by tho Committee on Metropoli- 
tan Affairs, at tho State House yester- 
day. The committee sat both morn- 
ing and afternoon and listened not 
only to those who favored the bill but 
also to the representatives of several 
of the municipalities who opposed I'.e 
legislation. 

The latter argued tliat the problem 
involved was one of tralhc conditio 
only and that the bill would establish 
a dangerous precedent in that It called 
on tho outlying cities and towns o 
contribute to tho maintenance of prop- 
er tratfio within tho limit.s of the citv 
of Boston and .-ilso comnellod tho ; ■ 
municipalities to be i-esponsible ror 
possible deficits in the operation of the 
subway. 

On the latter point it was urged that 
even if tho Boston Elevated were 
turned back to its owners for private 
operation, the various municipalities 
would still bo liable for the deficit in 
operation.

Rnckcvuinn Proposes Ramps 

Felix Rackcniaiin, representing the 
town of Milton, said that the best 
method of relieving trafhc conditiont 
in Governor sq had not ncccssarilj 
been found because the City of Bqston 
the trustees of the Boston Elevated 
Company, and tho public trustees o! 
that corporation had agreed on a plan 

He proposed that tho project be studied 
by competent engineers. 

Ho suggested the construction of 
slevated ramps or other structures 
leading east from Brnokllne av, Beacon 
st and Commonwealth av, which would 
carry all of the east-bound traflic of 
those highwJiys and thus leave on the 
surface at Governor sq only the west- 
bound traffic. Mr i^nckemann ex- 
pressed the opinion, which he said had 
been confirnud hy competent persons, 
that his plan was feasible, and would 
wholly solve tho traffic problem in the 
square at much less cost than a sub- 
way. 

Silverman Explains Bill 

"The morning se.R.sion was o^'cupied 



by tlie friends of the bill. Representa- 
tive Leo M. Birmingham of Boston 
asked for favorable action on it; he 
said the proposed improvement was 
necessary. 

Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man, representing Mayor Curlev, spoke 
at length. He said the bill came out 
of a conference committee consisting 
of himself, frederiek E. Snow, repre- 
senting the directors of the Klevated, 
and H. Ware Baruum, counsel for the 
public tru.stees of tho road. Mr Silver- 
man said the cost of the extension had 
been estimated at J.I.OOO.OOO and the 
expense would be met by bonds of tho 
city of Boston, which wmUd contract 
with the company tor an annual rental 
of not less than 4',2 percent. 

Any deficit In the earnings of the 
road would be met by tho cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan Transit Dis- 
1ri;t, which includes the citiea and 
to^,-ns served by the company. Ap- 
parently there is no provision for tho 
reimbursement of the cities an'; towns.

Boston asked Mr Silverman ard other 
protKinents of the bill why, in ac- 
cordance with the act of last year, the 
bill hart not been referred to the 
Motropolitnn Council which had been 
established to pass on extensions ol 
the svsteni. Mr Silverman answered 
lli;it that step wo\iId only cause delay. 
Henry I. Harriman, chairman of 
tho public trustees of the road, said 
tlv: trustees believed that the im- 
provement in Governor sq should be 
I roughl about even if no ether Is 
undertaken and that the extension 
fhould bo built so that further addi- 
tions may be made if and when they 
seem necessary. Ho said the trustees 
h.nvo considered various extensions. 
Like Mr Silverman, Mr Harriman did 
not believe tho hill need be submitted 
to the Metropolitan Council. 

I Harriman on "L" Depreciation 

\ In reply to questions from members 
of tho committee, Mr Harriman 
digressed and spoke atjout the depre- 
ciation account of the Boston ICIeva ted 
He salil tho trustees had probably been 
criticised mors about that item than 
about anything else, that In his opinion 
the depreciation charges had not been 
larger than a private business would 
mnke. and that tho trustees would 
welconio an nnniinl audit by tho De- 
partment of I'ublic Utilities. 

Clnude I>. Allen, Tepresentlng the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce re- 
.nrrtrd that organization in favor of 
the bill, and Representative .Tame.^ J 
Twolilg urged the committee to renort 
favorably on the measure. 



Cilies and Towns Object 

The representatives of the outlying 
cities and towns, who spoke in the 
afternoon, said they did not object to 
the financial features of the bill; Ihe.v 
were willing to pay their share it 
called on to do .so, but they tliought 
tliu projwsed legislation would set up 
a dangeroui-f precedent in that it called 
on other coniuiunitiea to pay, not for 
rapid transit, but for better traflic 
conditions in B<JSton. 

Joseph W. Bartlett, city solicitor of i 
Newton, expressed the BentimenJ^ out- | 
lined above, iie was learnu also of 
tiio obligation placed on tho other 
cilies and towns, no matter who might 
control the Klevatc! in the future. 

So far as ho could see, tho only rea- 
son for the attempt to hurry the bill 
through Wiu-! the desire to get that 
particular provision into law without 
referring it to tho Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Council, which had been sot up 
to consider Just sucli matters. 

Wait for Vote, Says Taylor 

Amos L. Tay'or, town counsel for 
Belmont, agreed with Mr Bartlett. Mr 
Taylor said his town made no com- 
plaint about tlie financial burden 
placed on it under the Llll; Unit Has 
' inconsiderable and would cau.se no 
trouble. He did object, howeer. to 
the principles involved ir the proposed 
act and argued that it would be \. ise 
to wait until the voter.i in the new 
tiansportation district iiad expressed 
their opinion as to the future owner- 
ship of the Boston Elevated. 

Mr Taylor said that If tho bill were 
to pass It should at least contain a 
provision for repayment of the con- 
tributions made by the cities and 
towns if the revenues of the Elevated 
made It possitile at some subsequent 
time. 

, Chelsea to Pay Williin Reason 

' Mr Rackeniann said that it did not 
follow that a plan was tho best one 
because it had been approved by "the 
big three." He stated that Milton aisc 
had no particular fault to find with 
the financial contribution asked of it 
In the bill, but was opposed to the 
principle involved.

Financial Interests Favor 
Elimination Downtown 

Retail Trade Representatives Are 

Opposed to Proposed Ban

Financial district Interests and re- 
tail trade interests opposed each other 
on the proposal to eliminate "dead" 
parking for\automobiIes In teh down- 
town and Beacon Hill districts, at a. 
public hearing before the Boston Traf- 
jfic Commission at Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday. The matter was taken 
under advisempnt. 

( The recently organized street park- 
ing control committee, representing in- 
terests in the financial district, recora- 
mended the "dead" parking ban for a 
90-day trial, while the Retail Trade 
Board was recorded In opposition. 

The committee on street parking con- 
trol was repre.sented hy Alexander 
Whiteside and Lothrop Wiihington, the 
latter also appearing a.s the represent- 
ative of a West End gar.ige. 

"I tliink it quite reasonable to bar 
downtown parking altogether," Mr 
Wlthington said. "For If you allow an 
hour's parking, folks will take ad- 
•antage of it and park threo or more 
lours. And if you allow even a. flve- 
nlnute privilege, they'll «tretch It tc 
t half hour." 

Mr Whiteside said elimination of 
•dead" parking would greatly slmpllfv 
enforcement processes. H. Lorlng 
Voung seconded Whiteside's argument. 
Other proponents were J. S. Whitney, 
Tor Stone & Web.'?ter Corporation; E. H 
Brehaut, R. W. Knowles, for Harrla & 
Forbes: E. H. Kittrcdge, for Horn- 
blower & Week.'": Frank W. Boyle, for 
Emnloyers' Uability Insuranc* Cor- 
imration: William t..

GOVERNOR proposes" 
GRAIN ELEVATOR PLAN 

Asks Legislature to Study 
Increased Port Terminals 

Would Locate at S, Boston— Aims 
at Recommendations Tliis Session 
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GOODWIN PROTESTS 
COURTYARD HIGHWAY 

He Calls Plan Put Before 
Street Board "Ridiculous" 



Immediate study of the possibility 
of Increasing the terminal facilities at 
the port of Boston, with a view to 
action at the present session of the 
Legislature, wa.s recommended my Gov 
Frank G. Allen in a special me.ssape to 
the Logislatiire yesterday. The Gov- 
ernor called attention to the sugges- 
tion that a modern grain elevator at 
South Bo.ston would develop local com- 
merce. 

In his message the Governor says: 

"Adequate terminal facilities at the 
Port of Boston are an extreme essen- 
tial if this Important harbor Is to en- 
Joy In full its opportunities for devel- 
opment. In 190.'5 the grain shipments 
out of the I'ort of Boston totaled 17,- 
344,75-J bushels. In 191.5, 10 years later 
(not a normal .year due to the war), 
lfi,fi9,'5.447 bushels were exported. In 
lOl'O, the shipments had fallen to 6,057,- 
712 bushels, and last year only 3.S79,- 
817 bushels were exported from this 
port, which represents a reduction in 
shipments of more than 1.3,1)00,000 
bushels in a period of 25 years. 

"It has been brought to my atten- 
tion that a modern grain elevator at 
South Boston wo\ild contribute suh- 
<tantially to the expansion of com- 
merce at this point. 

"I recommend passage of legislation 
providing for an Investigation and 
atiidy of the question by the Boston 
port authority and the Department of 
Public Works. By acting promptly, it 
-ihouid be pos.'jible for these two boards 
to conduct an Investigation and report 
during the present session to the Leg- 
islature, with recommendations for 
•?uch legislation as they deem advls-. 
able." 

The message was referred to the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs.

The propo.-ied extension of the sulj- 
way beyond Ilrnmore .station en- 
countered objection from rommunitle.s 
outside the city proper yesterday after- 
noon at a hearing before tho legislative 
committee on metropolitan aflair.s. 

The di-scussion was produced by the 
co-operative bill agreed on by the city 
of Boston and the trustees and direc- 
Inns of the Elevated. It calls for an ex- 
l«'ii.slon out Beacon .slrcct to a point 
near tlu' railroad bridge and under 
Comnioiiwealth aveniu' to a point ap- 
Ijroxinialeiy in front of the Temple 
Isrenl at an estimated cast of $'!,- 
000,000. 

The objections of the outlying com- 
munilles luul to do with tho sharing 
of l'.,c e.xpiiise of the con.slrurtlon 
whicii would be met. bv an l.s.suc of 
bond.s by the cily of Bo.^ton. The Ele- 
vated would pay an nnnual rental with 
the metropolitan tiaiinlt dtstricl being 
liable for an H.'^■e.s.^nu'nt on tlii- cities 
and towns comprising that body In the 
i event of a defidt. 

NKWTON OPPOSED 

The city of Newton, represented by 
Its city .'■ollritor, .Joseph W. Baillell, 
while not ohjecting to the bill, doe.s not 



favor it on the ground i'n&t It may be 
an entoi-tng wedge pr the tKjinniug 
of a system of metropolitan rapid 
transit. Nc\vton'.s position i.-; tliat it the 
city placed it-scli; on record in favor, 
all .sections of the district in the future 
could rightfully ask Newton to la\or 
improvements which might not be 
beneficial to Newton. 

Bartlett contended that It i.s princi- 
pally a traffic problem, a po.sition like- 
wise maintained by Amos L. Taylor, 
who ai)peared as counsel lor the town 
of Bi Iniont. Taylor .said tliat action 
on the measure at tills time would be 
■imfoilunale and untimely" and urged 
(hat a delay be ordered until tiie votei'.s 
determine the question of control of 
the system. 

Pi'lix A. Rackemann, coun.sel for tlic 
Milloii .•.elect men. characterized the 
parties riiawinp up Ihi' bill as "the big 
three" who "evidenllv feel that If they 
could agi-ee on the proposal the f^egts- 
latuie would be persuaded to pa.ss It.." 
He Kugse.'^ted tnat tlie tunnel be aban- 
doned in favor of an ovrihead slnicture 
for inbound traffic, wliich would relieve 
the traffic congestion. 

Mayor John J. Murphv of Somerville 
opposed it on the ground that the 
metropolitan district a.ss:.ssment.s are so 
heavy that the communities cannot 
provide proper .schwjl facilities. Tho 
imposition of a deficit tax. he held, 
would aggravate the situation. 

SHAKRMAN TESTI! IKS 

Ciu-poration Counsel Silverman of 
Boston outlined tho city's position in 
favor of the mea.sure and described the 
financial arrangements which provide 
tliat the Elevated .shall pay an annual 
rental of $3.1.00(1.

LEGISLATURE MAY HAVE mm 
ON OLD BOSTON SCHOOL BILLS 



Goodwin Says Former City Commission Had No Right 
To Expend Money in Excess of Appropriations 



The scene in the Boston sc-hoolhiuisc 
Bituatioii shifted back yesterday to the 
Did Sclioolliouse Commission and the 
bills incurred Ijy it prior to leavinj; of- 
fice during 1929, for repairs and al- 
terations which totaled $73,000 in ex- 
cess of money available for payment. 

In a communication to Louis K. 
Rourke, superintendent of construction 
of the new Department of School 
BulldingB, Chalnnan Frank A. Good- 
win of the Finance Commission, citing 
ar.. opinion in 1921, points out that 
"under the law tlie School Committee 
is limited In the amount that may be 
spent fcr repafrs and alterations and 
no one has a right legally to pay out 
money in excess of the apiiroprlatlon." 

It would seem from tiic opinion, Mr j 
Goodwin notes, "that the only way i

Gov Allen and Mayor Curley are both 
aiding in the effort to induce the 
Congress to refrain from imposing the 
duty contemplated. The Senate is In 
favor of a duty of 24 cents a barrel and 
the House favors a duty of 30 cents a 
! barrel uy.>on imp-rorted cement. 

Appro.ximately 18<i,«XJ.00O barrels of 
cement are used Jn this country an- 
nually but only about 2,000,000 barrels 
of this are imported. Of these 2,000,000 
barrels about 400.000 come to Boston 
annually which will comprUse 20 steam- 
ship loads a year in addition to what 
comes b.y other lines. 

Cement has been brought to $2.2!j a 
barrel hut with the proposed duty it 
will Immediately tend to iioost the price 
to a figure which will be almost pro- 
hibitive, it is claimed. Without the 
duty competition will be sharper and 
prices will be lower, it is claimed, and 
there will be employment for all work- 
ers along the waterfront and more 
;aiHngs from Boston. 

The imposition of so high a duty as 
contemplated will result In the crea- 
tion of a monopoly In the cement in- 
dustry, it is held.

STRESSES ENFORCEMENT 

A statement issued last night by E. 
J. Rreha.ut. executive secretary of the 
chamber of commerce c.immlltoe, de- 
clared the enforcement problem the 
most important. The statement said in 
part: 

The chamber consistently has 
urged a policy of applying no- 
parkln.V rules to congested streets 
where the need exists and where 
the police department are enabled 
to "-nforcc them. The adoption of 
better methods of arresting viola- 
tors is a problem on which they 
are now working. , 

The committee recently submit- 
ted a report on the conditions in 
Chicago llie first clly ni America 
to abolisli parking nltogelher. In 
it conditions there were compared 
to tlio.se In Boston. As the next 
step, it is planned to prepare a 
final report In which will be out- 
lined recommendation,'; to improve 
Boston condiiions. 

Acting on pelition'-. the commit- 
tee agrees that parking conditions 
In' the office-financial di.'Jtrlct 
sho\ild be Improved. A blanket pro- 
hlhllinn i;- the method suggested 
which will cope puccrssfnlly wllh 
the problem, nlthoui;h the commit- 
tee reili?es that the enforcement 
in adjioiiit areas will be made 
more difficult, 

Ain TO lUSINE.SS 
TrafTtc rrgulalions in bu.slncf..'; 
fli,.;tilcts are designed -i;; an aid to 
business. Consequently when it U 
tlie well-considered opinion of a 
large group nf buslne^.s firms that 
tnsii interests would be belter 



served through added parking re- 
strictions, the committee believes 
that such an opinion should be the 
controllinc factor. The opposition 
of retail and wholesale firms to im- 
nortant narkme restrictions anolicd 
in their areas is another factor 
whirli will be considered in the 
final report. 

The chamber al.so suggests just wliat 
a nn-pRrking rule means. If and wlicn 
a blanket prohibition of parking is ap- 
plied to any area In Boston, they sub- 
mit that it must gj the whole distance 
and permit only a n.lnimum of excep- 
tions. 

Three significant features of the pre.s- 
ent problem are outlined by the cham- 
ber as follows: 

FEATURES OITLINEI) 

There are three significant fea- 
tures in the present di.scus,sion of 
the parking problem. First, it is 
conceded that different sections of 
down-town Boston have different 
requiremcnt.« and that this variance 
should be recognized in the forma- 
tion of parking regulations. This 
suggestion was made by the cham- 
hcv several years ago. Second, a 
large and important group in the 
business community is petitioning 
for further parking restrictions in 
the area m which this group is 
situated. Third, it is propn..ed that 
the city abandon the .w-ralled se- 
lective method of tmposlng no- 
parking rules upon specific .streets 
and ;i(tcipt in it,s place a blanket 
prc'hibitlon covering a defined area. 
The office-financial section of the 
central business di.^trict has been 
suggested as the area to which this 
prohibition .should apply. 
Alexander White.-idc. counsel for the 

committee on street parking control, 

said last night: 

I am .sol:'ly interested in the 
parking probltm in the financial 
district. The police commissioner, 
Deputy Buperintcndent Goode and 
Cap;, Hoppe have alwa.vs said it Ls 
impossible to enforce the p.'rking 
laws bccairse of the lack nf men.

The mayor said tliat he called a con- ' 
ference with the .judges, the district 
attorney and tlie puhce commissioner 
several weeks ago. urging their co-op- 
eration along the.se lines, and expressed 
his confidence that a working agree- 
ment will be entered into which will serve I 



I as a warning to all criminals to keep 
i away from Boston during the tercen- 
tenary particularly, and advisedly at all 
other times. 

He said tliat If tlie new.spapers could 
be I'ehed upon, Boston seemed to he a 
rity where criminals could oix-rate with 
a lair degree of safety, and it was thLs 
a.ssiirance which he wished to dis- 
abu.se. 

Commenting briefly on the Garrett 
case, the mayor sald--"if the mayor of 
Boston had control of the police de- 
partment there would be fewer milk- 
men and more policemen on the force. 
There is apparentlv something wrong 
in tiir 'loliee department, frimi the 
prices iCy liave been charging for 
milk."

LANE SAYS BOARD , 
ASSUMES BLAME: 

.\flviscd School Committof io 
\ olf $(i8,()()0 to Pay Bills 



Richard J. Lane, chairman of the 
board of commissioners of school build- 
ings, yesterday announced that liis 
board a.ssumed responsibility for ad- 
vising the school committee to appro- 
priate $68,000 to pay bills of the old 
schoolhousc commission which came 
under the "emergency clause" of the 
city charter. 

Ohairman Lane's statement was in 
answer to a stalement issued by Frank 
A. Goodwin, chairman of the finance 
commission, who said he "assumed the 
school buildings commission had as- 
sumed the burden of determining whe- 
ther the bills in question are emergency 
bills or not." 

Mr. Lane's statement follows in part: 

I notice the statement of Mr. 
Goodwin, chairman of tlie finance 
commission, in which he says that 
the present board of commissioners 
of .school buildings has a.-usumed the 
burden of deteiniining whethc.' the 
bills in question are emergency bilUl 
or not. My only reply is that the 
present board of commLssionens of 
.sclUKjl buildings is wiilinK lo assume 
any responsibility that tlie law 
placed upon it; but as a matter of 
fact, in this particular instance, it 
was the old .schoolhoiise comniLssjon 
which established that a large pswf 
of the outstanding bills were emer- 
gency matters in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 486 of the 
acts of 1909. Per.sonally. I know no 
rea,son wliy the present board of 
conimi.ssioners 0' school buildings 
should undertaki to question the 
dccLsion of the prior sclioolhousc 
commi.sbion. 

It seeirii, to be that the good iiaiiif 
of the ci/,- requires that llicse mat- 
ters be settled without litigation or 
further delay. 
Mr. Goodwin said, in part: 

The question as to whether or not

"TTHE commotion stirred by Frank A. Cioodwin, Chairman o 
the Boston Finance Commission, in directing attention t' 
■what he believes is waste in schoolhouse construction m Bos 
ton, calls for the coldest inquiry into the farts in the case, Ther 
should be no heat nor feeling, nor yet politics m the investiga 
tion which is asked. 

Mayor Curley has very wisely proposed a Sl^.OOO.nnf 
school building plan over a period of years. There is no donh 
but that the money is needed for prhon] rojistructiou. It shoul; 
be wisely spent. But just as the Legislature is about to con- 
sider the plan Chairman Good^vin holds up a waniiiie fingi^r and 
asks an inriniry. The new method of handlinc schoolhou.se con 
struction has barely started under Mr, Louis .K. Ronrke when 
this present controversy arises. 

Mr. Gfoodwin in a letter to Mayor Curley disclaims any in- 
tent to reflect on the School Committee. He says; 

"The Finance Commission believes that the npw 
organization structurally is hftter suited to carry on 
the work of school repair and constrnciion than the old. 
The Commission believes, however, after exa'minat'on 
of all the facts on the record, that the Board nf Ap- 
portionment within the School Committee is responsible 
w large part, for waste and inefficiency in schoolhou~^e 
construction costs. 

"The commission does not intend that this state- 
ment shall he taken as a reflection on the SchonI Com- 
mittee itself. 

"The reorganization nf the ,S< li'inlhr)nsc Coninii'- 
sion will go far to save the taxpayers' money: hut the 
■■situation within the School Committee remains the 
same, and something shnuhl he done to remedy it. This 
is particularly so in view of the proposed pro^r.irn rail- 
ing for tremendous sums of money for schnolbnus'^ pur- 
pose; now before you for consideration. 

". , , If something is not done before thrsr pm- 
posed sums are expended , extravagance and waste will 
continue, resulting in the loss of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the citizens."

DE VALERA IN 
BOSTON TOGAY 

Mayor Curley Talks to Him 
About Opposition Policy 



Eamon de Valera, leader of the 
Fiana Fall party i nthe Irish Parlia- 
nicnt, arrived at the Eacii Day sta- 
tion at 7:50 tills morning from New 
York. He went to tlie Copley-Plaza 
Hotel where he was accorded an in- 
formal reception, and following this, 
made calls at the State House and 
on Mayor Curky at City Hall. 

While Mr de Valera's City Hail visit 
was most harmonious, the Mayor told 
ills distinguished visitor that he did 
not approve of de Valera'.-i opposition 
to the hydro-electric development of 
the Ri\'er Shannon and emphasized 
that until there was a United Ireland, 
inciudinff the six counties now out- 
standing, national progress was seri- 
ously handicapped. 

Mr de Valera said his Shannon op- 
po.'-itlon wa.s based lai'geiy on the huge 
benetit.s to England at the expense of 
Ireland. Mayor Curley said that the 
de Valera, polic}- of destruction and 
constant opposition to projects for the 
advancement, development and unifi- 
cation of Ireland will never accom- 
plish anything. 

The Mayor then contrasted to de 
Valera the hitter's policy with that 
of Hindenberg, and said the ticrniou 
had shown true national philosophy; 
starting from the out-sct to build up 
and restore commercial and industrial 
prosperity in Germany, forgetting old- 
time German policies. 
I The visitor declared he was not ad- 
hering to any destructive policy and 
'was ambitious to unite all Ireland. 
The Mayor sairl it could not be done 
by ractliods followed for several year.', ' 
that no one was more sincerely in- 
terested in Ireland, and that, he (Cur- 
ley). was strongly in favor of a re- 
public which would do more than any- 
thing else for industrial prosperity 
for the country a.s well as the general 
happiness of the people.

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AND WHO FIRED THE SHOT? 

If Emerson had not written his poem, the 
expres.'ion "the shot heard round the world" 
would not liavc been coined. As his reference 
wa.s to Concord, that community i.s entitled to 
Ihe honor of being the poetic .site of the shot. 
But historically Mayor Curlev i.s correct. The 
shot heard fiRuralively round the woi'ld was 
flred at Lexington, i)reccding the inarch nf the 
British to Concord. But who fired it? 

The identity of the man is .still \indeler- 
mined, nor is it known whether he wa.s an 
American or one of llie British force. Paul 
Revere said that he .saw a flash from a pistol, 
and. a.s the Am/.'icans had no small arms, he 
seems to have referred In a British officer. It 
ha.s been pointed out that, ;,.s the Briti.sh had 
been cooped up in Boston all winter, and were 
contemptuous of the colonials, it is not mi- 
hkely that a Briti.sh oflftcer dischai-RCd hi- 
I.istol inipulsi\cly. That is a« nieie sijcculatic. 
of course, and the matter is of no great im- 
portance. The .seeds o( war and nf Indepen- 
dence had sprouted long year.s before, and armed 
conflict v.aK bound to come. li happened to 
come first at Lexington. 

The Lexington .shot was fired u the small 
band of Americans liad broken iinik.s and were 
retreating. At Concord, however, the Americans 
were on the offensive. Thi.s again is a mere 
detail, if the Lexington men had been at Con- 
cord, and the Concordlans at Lexington, they 
would have acted precisely hke their fellow - 
townsmen acted. Again, the matter is of no

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THE PORTcf)F PROVIUKNCE 

By ils Report. 0*0 Iho rm\ of PiovidPiicP tlir 
Npw Havon Railroad ha.s now well fulflUcd its 
pvomi.':e of last January to the Providence 
Chamber of Commerce. If it .should be said that 
the railroad might be expected to make out a 
case for itself as again;;t the protect of the 
eomplelion of the Southern New EiiRland road, 
the .siilBcienl reply is that tlic ca.se as pre- 
sented in thi.s report i.s very .stronp. 

The argument.s put forward and the stati.s- ; 
tics collated .«how conclusively that the com- 
pletion this year of the enlarRement of the 
Wetland Canal and the consequent developmen: 
of the port of Oswego on Lake Ontario will en- 
able the New Haven to brinf: grain to Provi- 
dence for export over the New York. Ontario 
& Western Railway, which the New^ Haven 
controls. The New Haven cah also render the 
Rhode Island jiictropoli.s belter service than it 
could expect from the Canadian National-Cen- 
tral Vermont route if the line from Palmer to 
Providence shall be completed. The nub of the 
argument is contained in this crisp .sentence; 
"For the first time, Providence will be able to 
comiTele on equal terms with Baltimore and 
Philadelphia for export prain from the Lakes." 
Much that is said In this report resi-K-ctlns 
Providence miRht also be applied in some rieercr 
to Boston. 

The good harbor in rrnvificni'c c.ui be im- 
I'.roved so as to compare favorably with most 
.'American harbors. The port rcRulalions are 
satisfactory. The whole waterfront can be dc- 
veloix-d on an equal basi.s without the great out- 
lay which otherwise would be necessary, as 
Providence has only the one railroad today. The 
present State pier can handle more tratTic than 
now but other piers will have to be built to j 
care for any great increase of business. Provi- 
dence has no grain elevators and needs more 
warehou.ses. Other facilities for supi>lies can be 
increa.sed as req'aired. 
^ The one and only difflculty to be overcome 
in behalf of a Rrenter port Is of cour.sc to get 
the cargoes. Ships always will come where 
freight may be had. On the other hand, traffic 
will not l>e had by any prospective port imless 
the necessary ship .services are provided. Provi- 
('eiice li.Ts only one line in foreign trade, the 
Fniirr lane, wliich servos a large Portuguese 
))a.'-.<:onger traffic. The development of more lines 
depends not so much on the expansion of Provi- 
dence a.'! a local port as on successful comix'ti- 
tlon with the other ports of the North Atlantic. 
Here the export grain problem comes into 
the picture. Such grain is wanted by line ships 
as bottom cargo and in the peak of the season 
is carried as full cargoes by tramp steamers. 
From 70 to R.'i per cent, of all the grain that 
i.s exported from the ports of the Nortli At- 
lantic is Canadian. Most of this is shipped 
Ihrougli the Cireat I^akes to ports on the Geor- 
gian Bay and the St. Lawrence River and to 
the American port.s of Buffalo. Krie, Cleveland 
and Toledo. The heaviest shipme*ls are via 
Montreal and Buffalo. There ha.s been a great 
change in thi.s ginin liafTic since the wiir. No 
longer docs a liin;r volimir of Amrricrin ex- 
Lake grain tra\rl bv rail lo the North .Mlaiitic 
ports. Since 191!! ilicrr lias Ix-en a large in- 
crease in shipmrnf.s tiirough the New York 
Barge Canal, which now handles about 40 ner 
cent, of all grain rccei'.rd .if New York. On iIk^ 
other hand the increase in water-borne p-rain 
to. Montreal lias been-- 1100 per cpni.! 

Canada Is determined that Canadian gra'n 
shall toravel thrpvwtt,; Jiwr own ports. , Portland, 



Maine, once got a large amount ol Canadian 
grain for winter shipment. In llie las* ten 
years those shipments have decreased 94 per 
cent. The Canadian arrangement now is. Mon- 
treal in the ice-free season, St. John. N. B., 
in winter. Wliilc lire total volume of grain ex- 
ports from all the North Atlantic ports since 
the war has gained 60 per cent, there has been 
a large decrease in exportation from all the 
American ports of the North Atlantic with the 
single exception of New York, and it is the iow 
rate .service provided by the Barge Canal that 
has saved New York from a loss. The control- 
ling factors in the future appear to be these 
Barge Canal ratp.s and the low rate.s through 
the Wclland and the Lachine Canals to Mon- 
treal. 

What can Providence do to overcome the.se 
conditions which seem 10 bear so heavily 
against her ambition? The Chamber of Com- 
merce has considered the completion of the link 
which would unite the city with ihe Central 
Vermont Railroad at Palmer, thus gaining ac- 
cess to the Canadian National system. The New- 
Haven now replies that it can do better by far 
for Providence by the use of its own lines. When 
the wider and deeper Welland Canal is ready, 
big grain carriers will at least be able to go 
through Lake Ontario. The chief American 
port on tl-if Lake will be Oswego, where New- 
York state has built a grain elevator and pri- 
vate enterpri.sc will build anothfr and larger 
one. The Federal Government w-ill inipio\e the 
port it.self. 

From Oswego (o Providence, a distance of 
485 miles, the New Haven will have a through 
route, under one control, with adequate capa- 
city.

liefore, thider I lie law the surplus l.s 
applicable to reduction of the tax rale. 
The shrinkagB in the total surplus rep- 
rctented $1.15 on the tax rate.

Perhaps the Tercentenary exercises will make 
many persons du,.t off then- American hi.'story 
books. These volumes are not all accurate 
stories of what h;ippened in the early days. 
Until Clianning and Hart besan to stress th" 
necessity of going to the original sources for 
historical material, our historic writers were 
more or less re- writers, Th-y accepted the 
versions of older men who themselves had not 
Investigated thoroughly. Prof Channing even 
used to refer contemptuously to cpitain his- 
torians a.s "philio-pictlst.s," The age of Ameri- 
can glorification had not pa.s.sed. and many 
students were \aa timid to outline our histnry 
as they knew it should be outlined. A reaction 
has set in, and .some writers are now di.sooscd 
to emphasize unduly the dl.screditable ineiden's 
Of the Revolution, the -War nf lfii2 the Mexi- 
can invasion, and the C\xx\ and Spanish wars. 
Only an alert citizen who remains abreast of

Being a bit, of a, city-planner during 
his spare time (that, is, while lie Is wait- 
ing for Centra! to an.swer or for the 
three-minute eg?s to boil , the R'lvrr 
ha.s been giving serious .study to the re- 
•speetive advantages and disadvantages 
of building cither a tniinel or a bridge 
to Ea.st Boston. There ha.s been \vhat 
the political reporters call a ground- 
.swcU of public opinion in favor of con- 
necting Noddle Island with the main 
land, but controversy ha.s arisen a.s to 
the mean.s of connection. Some .say 
build a bridge: others .say dif; ?. tunnel. 
Still others, the old meanies, ,say stick 
to the ferries and the open air 1 

Now. such di-sciission is all very well. 
If it doesn't go too far. The Rover 
yields to no one in his admiraUoa for 
free and open consideration of public 
questiou.s. but .sometimes lie feels that 
an inferiial machine— not a big one. but 
Just a Ultlc> one-iiughl to be placed in 
the City Hall and fl.ved so tliMt when 
the next genllemiin gets up and be- 
gin.s talking about the Ea.st Baston tun- 
nel, he would be gently lifli-d and de- 
posited in the .sea at a point equi-dis- 
tant from Winthrop and Nahant. The 
city, of cour.se, would pay for his fune- 
ral expense- nnle.s.s grateful cilizen.'i 
cared to defray the co.'^t. 

But the Rover, in lil.s humane de.sire 
to avoid .such drastic mca.siues. lia.s 
thoroughly weighed the question, and 
feel.s that he ha« reached a .solution that 
tk-ill be received by all parties with 
cheers -If not with boos and a biiii or 
two. I,et us first. cliildi'''n. consider the 
advantages of a bridge to Jlast Ko.ston. 
■Wa-sn't it Hamlet, who. standing on the 
bank.s of the liLstoric Kubicun. .said, "A 
bridge, a bridge - my khigdoin tor a 
bridge!" Or wasn't it'.' Well, at any 
rate, strong literary precedent exist-s for 
a bridge. Can you imagine any of 
Shakesiieare's charat-tei-.s calling for a 
tunnel?

Second, you can see :i bridge, but you 
can't .see a tunnel - not unii.s,s you're 
In it. Thi.s would make it easier lor the 
city father.s to keep an eye on it. It a 
bridge wore built. Mayor Curlev Would 
merely have to drive around Atlantic 
avenue mornings on his way to/ work, 
and it one day he couldn't find the 
bridge, all he would liave to do would 
be to order a new one. Hut a funnel 
m.lght. I>e missing for weeks and no- 
body would know anything about it, ex- 
cept perliaps the Noddle islaiider.s, wlio 
would be cut o(t .so completely from 
civilization that they couldn't report the 
lass.

CURLEY DEMANDS 
TUNNEL SOLUTION 

Orders Engineers to Get To- 
, gether for Agreement 



I Mayor Curlev revived the Ea.st Bos- 
Ion tunnel project, yesterday, and then 
I prescribed Ihe consummation of an 
' agreement among engineering experts 
i a.s a certain cure for the long standing 
; controversy about locations and plazas. 
I After di.scovering that the tran.sit 
I commi.ssion. icpre-sented by Col. 
I Thomas P'. Sullivan, and the optwsition 
forces repre.sented by Henry I. Harrl- 
man and Frederic H. Pay of the city 
planning board were a.s far apart on 
the question of entrances and plazas 
as they were months ago. the mayor 
took command of ihe situation and 
ordered a quick riecisitu^.

The New Haven's study point."* out 
that If the port Is to be developed to 
any great extent to rival other export 
points along the Atlantic coast there 
miust be provided .such additional tide- 
water terminal facilities in the form of 
plevs and a grain (levator as ■will be re- 
quired by the grain and other traffic 
using the port. 

Furthermore. Increased marketing, 
purchasing and banking agencies would 
be required, the survey .shows. i 

It Is pointed out that Providence al- 
ready has a suitable harbor, favorable 
port regulations, advantageous port 
charge.?, "ample railroad terminal facil- 
ities and that a complete and adequate 
rail service ts now available to all parts 
of the United States and Canada." 

A grain elevator with 1,000,000 bushel 
capacity, costing from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000 would be required for the ex- 
port business which Providence and the 
New Haven hope to attract, the report 
indicates. 

The soon-to-be completed improve- 
ments of the 'Welland canal, making 
Oswego, N. Y., the principal American 
port; on Lake Ontario by permitting the 
large grain carrying ships to navigate 
through to that lake, Ls the motivating 
factor in the project to make Provi- 
dence a great export point. 

CAN BEAT COMPKTITORS 

A through route froin Oswego to 
Providence via the New Haven-con- 
trolled Ontario A: Western railroad will 
make Providence a logical wheat ship- 
ping point despite competiton from 
ports already established, it Is indi- 
cated. 

"Being served by a single railroad is | 
an advantase as It permits the develop- 1 
ment of the entire liarbor on an equal | 
basL^, and a separle tcn^nlnai railroad txi I 
serve the piers Is unnecessary," the 
study says. 

] In a.sserting that piers and an clcva- 
' tor should be provided by the state or 
municipality, the New Haven points 
out that the state of Nevi' York already 
ha.s built a l,000,noQ-bushel elevator at 
Oswego and when harbor Improvements 
have been a.ssured private enterprl.se 
will construct an additional 2,000,000- 
bushel elevator there. 

Seventy-three per cent, of the present 
water-borne foreign commerce of the 
United tSates Is handled through 10 
principal port.s. with the other 27 per 
cent, moving through 109 lo<-al ports, 
Is on. factor brought out by the survey, 
which i)rop()ses to develop Providence 
as an 11th major port. 

■With grahi the principal bulk com- 
modity exported from the North Atlan- 
tic ports. Providence, by developing its 
facilities to correspond with opportunity 
provided by the Welland canal improve- 
ment, could share In this exportation.

There has been considerable com- 
ment to the effect that under certain 
conditions grain to be exported from 
Piovldence might be secured through 
the Canadian National Ftatlway A 
through route with this line Is now 
oiien to Providence via 'Wllllmantlc 
where direct connection Is made wllli 
the Central Vermont line, controlled 
and connp<>tlng with the Canadian Na- 
tional.

This deprecated the project- 
ed probe of school affairs by the Bos- 
ton t'iiiance Commission .'tt this time. 

School eomniifteo member.^, in file 
statement, pointed out that their de- 
partment ha.s .already been thoroughly 
invcstigaleri by the .survey committee 
which reported recently. I 

A new prolie just n'lW would go over 
old ground and would inipeile the p.as- 
sage of pending Icgi.'-lation whicli would 
otherwise afi"ord funds permitting re- 
lief of schO(^I over-crowdins:, tho school 
committee declaration asserled. 

The statement in full was as follows: 

"The Boston school committee depre- 
cates the fact that In all the recent 
publicity aliouf. the Finance ('ommis- 
sion investigatituj tliere have l.-ceii o\'er- 
looked these facts: 

"1 — Two years ago tlie school eoin- 
mittee appointed a survey comniittee to 
Invcstigato the school system witli par- 
ticular reference to shop work, 'lails 
flnd fnm ies" and an adenuate building 
I>rogr:nnme. 

"3— The survey committee was com- 
posed of leadliip citizens of the commu- 
nil.v appointed li.v the mayor, tlie Bos- 
ton C'hamlier of ('ommerce, the Boston 
Keal Kstate Kxchange. tho Boston (.'en- 
fral Labor Uiiiou, tho Boston Homo and 
School Association, and the Boston 
Rchool eommittcft. 

"3— After a year and .n half of delib- 
eration anil study, t'le survey commit- 
tee submitted its report to the school 
committee. 

"4- Since the receipt of the report, the 
BChool committee has be^n tiiklng up, 
one by one, the lecommi'ndations of the 
snrvey committee and has up to this 
time adoi)ted se\*'i-al of tlnnn. 

'•5 — -The prfipose-d Viiianeo f'ommission 
Investigation comes at a. time when tho 
school cominltteo is busy studying the 
report of the survey committee. This 
Investigation is not nnwclconio to the 
e<'hool lomniitleo provided the puljl!^ 
bears in mind that tlie school commit- 
tee has already subjected itself to a 
year and a half of Investigation by the 
survey committee.

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A SCHOOL INVKSTKIATION 

The Finance Commission proposes npparMitly 
to ir.vrstigate what already has recently been 
investigated. Only recently the reports of t e 
school survey were news of front page v.Uie 
and these reports covered nearly if not quUc 
all the phases of the manifold fields of the wo.k. 
of the School CommiUce. It was on March 19, 
1028 that the School Committee created that 
special committee to serve without pay and to 
Imake what looks like the same kind of mvcsti- 
galion which now the Finance Commission may 
undertake. 

The School Survey, it will be recalled. In- 
cluded one member named by the Mayor, one 
by the Chamber oi Commerce, one by the Real 
Estate Exchange, one by the Central Labor 
Union, one by the Home and School Associa- 
tion and three\repre.scnt;Uives from the work- 
ing force of the schools themselves. The School 
Committee il.self named as chairman JudRe 
Michael H. Sullivan. Within a few months, 
this committee has rendered a series of reports 
dealing with the alleged lads and fancies in- 
eluded in the courses of the public schools and 
with special reference to the overemphasis on 
(Shop work, Willi the methods and programs of 
'the building, repairing and altering of the 
physical plant, of the Boston schools, and with ^ 
all other matters that might have any bearing 
on the increa.se in the cost of the school system. 
This Survey took a hard craek at the ten- 
dency Ho go to extremes in the shop classes 
and the equipment of new buildings with 
elaborate facilities for that kind of trahiing. 
The outstanding tangible result of the Surveys 
work to date is the abolition of the old School- ^ 
house department of which Francis E. Slattcry ! 
was chairman and the establishment of a new 
Schoolhousc Commission of three members, and 
Ithe creation ol the new office of Superintendent 
of Construction, v.'hieh now is filled by Louis 
K. Rourke. In general, the School Committee 
has manifested an intention to consider with 
great care all the reconunendations of tlie 
Survey and to act upon many, pcrliaps most, 

of them. 

Now it may be that a further investigation 
is needed. We do not know. Perhaps it is 
impossible to know without an in\estigation by 
the Finance CommLssion. Nobody denies that 
there have been .some wasteful practices and 
many delays in the work of the School Com- 
mittee. The Committee created the Survey for 
the express purpose of exposing the facts and 
oiiening the way for their reclirieation. Change 
m plans for in.stance after construction has 
been undertaken has caused waste; frequently 
it also has etfecled economies. At the hearing 
before the Legislative Committee on Cities, 
when the bill lor the abolition of the Scliool- 
liouse Commission -vas under consideration. 
Cliairman Francis Gray ol the School Coni- 
mittco .said that undoubtedly there had been 
eri-ors in tlie policy of the Committee and an 
aiuount ol waste. 

Mucli of the woik of Ihe Comniillee Is done 
through the Board of Apportionment. This 
Hoard is made up of llie Superintendent ot 
Schools, wlio acts as its ch.Tirman, six Assistant 
Superintendents, and Ihe Business Manager. 
']'ic chairman c;i\cs snecial attention to the 



education problems ot v.ne scnoois. the other 
menibers keep in contact with their respective 
a.ssigned di.stricts, the demands for faciJities 
therein, the shifts of population, the iiece.s,sity 
for alterations and improvements; and the 
Business Manager looks after the budget, 
salaries, maintenance, fuel, light, all items ot 
cost. This Board serves as a .sort of Cabinet 
for the School Committee. The Committee 
refers problems to it, obtains expert informa- 
tion from it. depends to a large extent on its 
judgment. Each year the Board sends its 
recommendations to the Committee a.s to 
changes in plant and in curricula, often pre- 
senting an extensive schedule of projjosals. The 
Committee is boimd to give much weighty to 
these propo.sals. All the recommendations come 
througli the Superintendent, who is chairman 
of Ihe Board, but the School Committee knows 
well tliat the ultimate responsibility for what 
may or may not. be done belongs to itself. The 
whole aniuial program is discussed in several 
conferences. Finally, the committee votes on 
the program and thus reaches its decisions. 

It may well be that .some of the discoveries 
just announced about fads and waste are merely 
le-discoveries of what the Sm'vey revealed and 
what the Committee long has known. It may 
be that other wastes arc to be disclo.sed. But 
by and large the situation is about as outlined 
above. One significant fact about the new 
regime for .school construction ought to be re- 
corded also. The act establishing the new 
School Hou.se Commi.ssion and the .Superinten- 
dent of Construction requires that the School 
Committee shall submit all appropriations and 
budgets to the School House Commi.ssioncrs and 
that they shall rcjiorl thereon in writing. Thes" 
reports are public doeumenis and musi be pub- 
lished by the School Committee. The School 
Committee can overrule the Commission but 
it cannot do that in the dark. The rule is in- 
tended to be a deterrent to extravagance and 
a preventive of rrmft^

Mayor Curley In a letter to Frank 
A. Goodwin, chairman of the Flnanca 
Commission, states that he will "be 
most pleased to recommend such addi- 
tional funds as the Finance Commis- 
sion may require for the conduct of 
an Investigation covering all school ac- 
tivitief, tirst for the Interests of the 
pupils in our public schools; second, 
to prevent a continuance of the waste 
of public money in the operation of 
the schools." 

The Mayor states that, pending the 
result of the investigation and the 
submission of a report by the Fi- 
nance Commission, "there "la no way 
to justify the appropriation of addi- 
tional funds other than those already 
authorized by law for school pur- 
poses." He expresses the belief tliat 
If It is foimd that the present educa- 
tional system is at fault and that cor- 
rection Is necessary, he knows of "no 
educator more competent to execute 
the findings of the commission than 
the present capable superintendent of 
schools, Jeremiah K. Burke." 

The Mayor's letter refers (o a com- 
munication sent to him by Mr Good- 
win last month. Mayor Curlcy says 
that In It the Finance Comi'nlssion 
chairman directed attention to "costly 
errors of Jud,-jmcnt upon thi' part of 
the school authorities," and stated 
that, if something is not done before 
propo.sod fimds for the schoolhousc 
construction profrram are made avail- 
able, It will result In the eontlnuanro 
of extravagance nnil waste, with 
consequent ioss to tlie citizens. 

The funds referred to are (hose rep- 
resented In the legislation pre.'iented by 
the mayor to the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Muncipal Finance as recom- 
mended to him by the school authori- 
ties.

Members of the board 
did not care to comment upon this 
phase of the matter last nmht. 

It Is iust possible, the mayor staled, 
that the board members are v.ctims ot 
a R,ystem which predate their connec- 
tion with the schools. He then 
launched into a bitter arraignment of 
the maniKil trainine classes estabhsliea 
bv the school committee followui;:! the 
j-eport of the Douglas commission .n 
1905, which w;re cstabl'shcd by i-rrvl- 
cric Dvcr as superintendent of .schools, 
a fornier chief! ofllccr of the National ^ 
Education Association which sponsors 
such courses. 

His letter follows in part: | 

It is contended by th; finance 
commission, and supported by facts, , 
that space now devoted to the 
teaching of trades, if utilized for | 
educational purposes, %vould make 
unnecessary a major program such 
as has been requested by the scnool 
authorities. . r * '■ 

The sinister program to fasten 
the lesponsibility for existing ( on- 
ditions on the superintendent ol 
schools is to be deplored, for the 
reason that the superintendent is 
but one of a tribunal ot eight that 
determine the educational as well 
as the construction program for the 
public sclKxils. Members of the 
board ot apportionment sliare equal 
responsibility with Snpt. Burke for 
errors of judgment in the matter of 
education or construction programs. 

It is just po.ssible that they are I 
not whollv responsible; in fact, tliat 
they are victims ot a system that 
predates their present responsibiliy. 
Pursuant of the Douglas com- 
mission's report m 1!)0.T there were 
two important bits of legislation; 
one the authm-ization of towns and 
cities to provide industrial .schools, 
and the second that wherever such 
jchools are estalilished by the cities 
and towns lliev shall be reimbursed 
by the state toi- one-half the ex- 
pense of maintenance. 

The system of co-operative shops 
and ae(inisit.io:i of machinery and 
construction ot buildings to provide 
• the same originated in 1912. wh-n 
Jetanklin B. Dyer, th- tlien presi- 
dent of the department of superin- 
tendence, and, therefore, tne chief 
fxeeutive rftlcer of the National 
Education Association, came fr; m 
Cincinnati to become superintend- 
ent of schr:r:ls In Boston. At the 
Inception of his administration Mr. 
Dvcr bean the introduction of nu- 
merous "extravagances with which 
the school svstem has ever .since 
been burdened, and among these 
were the .so-called co-operative 
shops. 

An investigation conducted by 
the fmanre commlsEion snould 
^^pyp mo«t Illuminating, inasmuch 
US it undoubtedly will (liselos.e the 



lorce.'i rB«ipuiis-uie nn lmc e.xireiJ.sive 
piogvat^is which have been substi- 
tuted in education a.s being more 
vita! to the individual, such as the 
ability to drive a nail rather thin 
to write one's name so that some 
one other than the writer mig.it be 
enabled to read it. 

I am in agreement with you that 
an investigation is needed, but not 
alone of the activities in connection 
with the providing cf school accom- 
modations. The most unfortunate 
feature in connection with the en- 
tire question of school aecommoda- 
t'ons to endeavor to place the en- 
tire responsibility for the short- 
comings, the errors and the so- 
called failures, both in the educa- 
tional and in the construction 
phases of school work, upon one in- 
dividual. There is no way to jas- 
tify the attempt to hold the su- 
perintendent of schools responsible 
for conditions over which he has 
but a limited control, namely, one 
vote in eight. 

I am desirous that v;aste and ex- 
travagance in the conduct of school 
activities be prevented, not only in 
the matter of schoolhouse accom- 
modations, but in the more impor- 
tant matter of curricula and, un- 
der the circumstances, since the fi- 
nance commi.ssion proposes an in- 
vestigation, it is my purpose to 
I serve notice upon the committee of 
municipal fin.ancc of the Ma.ssachu- 
ECtts Legislature that so far as 1 
' am concerned, as mayor of Boston. 
I am opnosed, not only to the bill 
as submitted by me at the request 
ol the .school authorities, making 
provision for additional school ac- 
commodation appropriations for the 
school department, beyond those 
now authorized by law. until such 
time as the entire question of ex- 
piMiditn.res, both for educational 
purposes and for schoolhou.se ac- 
commodations, also the entire ex- 
penditures, have been investigated 
by the finance commi-ssion. 

In this connection I beg to di- 
rect your attention to the tact that 
the .school appropriations for educa- 
luiial pnrpo.scs in the years 1!)'20-21 
were $9.8,e8.8en.nn and ill 1929 were 
Sn.l4,').314.07. exclusive of new 
school buildings, an increase of \t 
per cent., or an average annual in- 
ci-rase of nearly three-quarters of a 
million dollais. 

It would appear from these fig- 
ures and from the criticism with 
references to the new methods intrn- 
diucrl in education that an invcsli- 
gation of the educational system Is 
equally as important at thus time 
as an' investigation as to the ques- 
tion of additional accommodations 
for pupils in the schools. 

1 am quite certain that you will 
be found in a-utccmenl with mo 
that liie substitiition of this work 
In place of the fundamcnta.ls of 
education, suftlcient to at least give 
.■I grounding to the boy or girl rc- 
nuning at an early age to begin 
life's struggle to read and write has 
not proven the cc'ucalional success 
predicl(;d for it, but on the con- 
trary has been detrimental to the 
boy or gill attending the public 
school, and costly to the municipal- 
ity. 

The great leaders, through whose 
mentality, vision and courage the 
American republic came into being 
were well grounded in the funda- 
mentals ol 'education, even though 
they nevei learned how to destroy 



material as part-umo smaents oi 
industrial courses. The present day 
in'ietrial leaders — Edison, P'ord, 
]. ir. stoni'— were never privileged m 
tlrn -school vcars to do more than 
require the fundamentals, commoii- 
Iv terms the three It's, thanks to 
the fact that educational "lads and 
fancies" as created by the National 
Education Association, were un- 

'^Tshall be most pleased to recom- 
mend such additional funda as the 
finance commission may require loi 
the conduct ot an "ivTsti'." ion 
covering all school activities, fust, 
lor the interests of the pupils in 
our public schools; second, to pre- 
vent a continuance of tire waste 
of public money in the operation ot 
the .schools. . 

Pending the result of the investi- 
gation and the submission ot a re- 
port by the finance commission 
there is no way to justify the ap- 
propriation of additional lundsj 
either than those already authorized 
by law for sc-hool purpose. 

In the event that the linaiice 
cpmmiss:on is in agreement that 
the present educational system is 
at fault, and that correction is 
nece sary I knew of no educator 
more competent to execute the 
findin",.; of the commission than 
the present capable superintendent 
of schools. Jeremiah E, Burke.

Curley Stops" 
Payment Upon 
$70,000 Bills 

Liabilities of Old Sclioolhouse 

Coninjishion Under 

Scrutiny 



Action was taken by Mayor Curley to- 
day for the withholding of payment of 
bills totaling $70,000 incurri'd by tho 
former Schoolhouse Commission, which 
amount is in excess of tlie .ivailable ap- 
propriation. The corporation counsel is 
asked for a ruling on the t|uestion wheth- 
er the liabilities represented emei-gencies 
in fact or fancy. The mayor informs 
Frank A. Coodwin, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Comnilssiun. of the situation as 
follows: 

"I have re.id the comniunication of tho 
Fin.ance Conimission to Louis K. Kourke, 
siiperintendeni of c(uistiuctiop. of tlie 
school buildings department, concerning 
the liabilities incurred last year by the 
former .•scluiolliinise Commls.sion, total- 
uie «.ppin.vuiiaieiy jio.u.ji, m excess oi 
tlie uvallable appropriation for this pur- 
pose. 

"As a result, ] have mis d.ay re- 
quested the corporation counsel to advise 
me as to the legality of such payments. 
I liave further advised tlie city auditor 
to refrain from ii'iylng any of these lla- 
l>ilities of last year until such time as 
the corporation counsel advises ne that 
these bills may be legally paid. 

".■\s I understand the \.y\\ . a.ny ex- 
penditures beyond tho appropriation 
must be In the natui-e of emergencies 
as prescribed b.\- our city charter. 
AVhether these liabilities are emergen- 
cies is a question of fact, which must 
bo determined by the superintendent of 
construction before submission to the 
city auditor for payment. 

"If the superintendent of construction 
determines that tlie.se liabilities are 
emergency expenditures ho must so des- 
ignate in writing on the Viills in ques- 
tion to the city auditor.

'NEW ENGLAND HAS BAD WEEK 
WITH SENATE TARIFF FRAMERS; 
THREE INDlJSTRmS ARE HIT HARD 



By THOMAS ("ARKNS 

WASHINGTON, March 22--'nic lat- 
ter-day disposition In WashlnRton l.o re- 
gard Now England as a sort of outlying 
province, which has received too much 
Bttentlon in the pa.st and i.s now to be 
shown a corrcsixindinK amount of ne- 
Rlrct, has been very much in evidence 
during the present weelc. Three very 
Important New England indu.strles— 
♦omen's shoes, leather and granite — 
have pleaded before the bar of Congress 
hi the la.st few days, and their repre- 
pentatlve.s have goae home empty- 
handed. 

What oiight to be done it is .some- 
thing fr/r the folks back home to con- 
rider. Certainly the Now England sen- 
utors and representatives fought as hard 
as they knew how to convince stubborn 
Boutiierners and Westerners that the 
Northeast is as badly in need of as- 
sistance as other parts of the country. 
But with government by parties rapidly 
disappearing, and government by groups 
and factions and blocs and sections 
coming to the front, there is no remedy 
in sight on the Washington baltlefront. 

The shoe and leather industry, of 
course, is full of complications. These 
Industries 'really were punished because 
nt lack of harmony among themselves. 
More than a year aft<?r it had become 
Rpparent to everybody tliat manufac- 
turers of all kinds of shoes and all kinds 
of leather mu.st stand together, and that 
they must also strike a bargain with the 
producers of hides, the final showdown 
name In the Senate last Monday with 
not the slightest semblance of a pro- 
gram on which the various parts of 
these industries could agree. 

VOTK OF N. K. SENATOUS 

The shoe workers of Lynn and Haver- 
hill, specializing on women's shoes, and 
the leather workers of Danvers and 
Peabody and Salem and other cities and 
towns, may still be wondering why the 
New England .senators voted r-o .solidly 
Bgainst the Oddle amendment, which 
nurp"rteri to give protection to their in- 
dustries. Yet the folks in Brockton, 
H'here men's shoes are manufactured. 
Bnd where free hides are move Im- 
portant than any protection on I he 
flni.«.hed product, applaud the votes of 
lhe.se senators. Yot the time may come, 
find before many years, w-hen mens 
(hoes may be facing the same sort of 
,-omiietltlon, from Czechoslovakia or 
■Isewhere, that is now causing .so much 
distress in Lynn and Haverhill. It the 
nrjterprlsing Mr. Bata of Czechoslov.-\kia. 
^o lecrnert the intricacies of shoc- 
rnnkinc in " Lynn factory before the 
war, >an flno'l the American, market 
R'lth ilicap women's shoes, there is no 
reajson why be cannot eventually do 
tha same thing with all other ktnd.s 
of footwear. 



As Senator Walsh of Massa<;husetts 
admitted. In one of his .speeches on this 
subject, a senator's tariff views are 
liependent entirely on his environment. 
Which is another paraphrase of Wln- 
Beld Scott Hancock's immortal declara- 
tion that the tarifT is a local issue. 
Doming from a manufacturing section, 
ivhere the cost of taw material is the 
item which concerns the faetory owner 
ilmost as much as wages, Walsh and 
his New England colleagues were 
'j.larmed by the thought that the de- 
pressed shoe and leather industries 
might have to meet increases from 25 
;o 50 per cent, in the prices of their 
(aw hides. Walsh reached the conclu- 
lion that such a burden could not he. 
jHset by any kind of protection which 
Congress would be willing to give the 
ihoe and leather industries. Therefore 
lie voted against, the Oddie amendment. 

ANGRY WITH ( Ol.LEAGlFS 
j Yet Walsh became very angry with 
lihe senators from the cattle states who 
Insisted that they would not go under 
i duty of 4 cent-s a pound on preen 
lides. He .irgued with them that they 
S'oulri never receive any beneflt.s from 
luch duties, but that they would be 
tbsorbed by the big paeking companies 
rhlch produce 70 per cent, of the rio- 
nestir hides. Senators from the cattle 
(Ounti^-. wh.T prrhaps knew tlieir own 
ll^•lroIImetlt£ better, than Walsh, took 
i.ssue with him and were certain th.at 
the duty would aid the cattle industry. 
Thus there came about the deadlr>ek, 
and all the Items went back on the 
free list. 

There is still a ray of hope for these 
industries, but It is little more than a 
flicker. The conference committee, 
made up of five .senators and five rep- 
1 resentatlves. will probably organize iu a 
few days and eventually they will take 
up the diflerences of the two branches 
on this htdcs-.shoes-leather .schedule. 
Nearly a year ago the House, after con- 
i .sidering behind the scenes manoeuvring, 
voted a compromise .sched\ile which gave 
10 per cent, to hides, .-^n average of 3,5 
per cent, to leather, and 20 per cent, 
to shoes. Prom the point of view of 
New England that was a fairly good 
compromise, although the men's shoe 
manufacturers were violently opposed 
even to the 10 per cent, on hides. On 
I the other men representatives fmni the 
; range states were In.sisting th.ns, tSip id 
per cent, wa.s entirely inadequaie 

Under the rules of tlie House there 
was no record vote on this compromise. 
riin Hrpubliran caucus had approved 
it. iind this Imposed a moral obll(.ratl(»i 
on lUdst, ]?epiiblicans to .s'upport it. 
They did .<.o on a rising vot'\ Had there 
been a rollcall the probabllttles are ttrnt 
fear of increased prices for footwear

vui» agamsi ir. The fact th.-ii the 
House has not had a record ^nte will 
weaken the arguments of the House 
conferees, The senators, with two record 
votes behind them, will never agree to 
any compromise unless the House has 
first definitely approved Its rates. The 
vote on the granite amendment on 
Wednesday in the House gives a pretty 
fair indication of the strength of New 
England when it makes a .sectional ap- 
peal. Therefore, If the shoe and leather 
duties come b.ick from the conference 
committee for the Hou.se to go on rec- 
ord, there Is not much hope that the 
.original 10-1.5-20 compromise ■will be 
I able to obtain a majority. 

THE GK.AXnTE TSSVI: 

On the granite Issue, the K.nv Kng- 
landcrs had some very sound Rrgiunenls. 
They were eloquently set forth by Rep- 
resentative Luce, wlio almost invariably 
makes a deep Impression on his col- 
leagues, but this time he found too 
strong a combination on ths other side. 
The appropriations committee is always 
very powerful, because it i.s in a position 
to punish any man who dares defy its 
i authority. The chairman of the appro- 
priations committee, hailing from the 
limestone state of Indiana, had the 
strongest of personal reasons for op- 
posing Baslon's desire for a granite 
federal building. Although he protested 
that his only concern was the federal 
! treasury and the desiiv of other cUles 
for pastofRces. it was rather .significant 
that practically t^U the speakers agaltLst 
granite hailed from the same .state of 
Indiana. 

It is rather a fnrdinute loincidenco 
for the state of Indiana and for the 
owners of its extensive limestone quar- 
ries that its representatives hold two of 
the key positions in all public building 
projects. Richard N. Elliott Is chair- 
man of the committee on public build- 
ings, and has per.sonally drafted all the 
bills recently passed calling for a fed- 
eral building program ninniiip into the 
hundreds of million.-!. Aiirt Will R. 
Wood is chairman of the appropriations 
rommittee wliicli supplies the money' 
after the public buildlng.s oommitlce 
makes tlie authorizations. Limestone is 
cheaper than granite or marble or other 
building stone. Consequently most of 
Ihese building bills specify that lime- 
stone shail be used. Of course, the lime- 
stone quarries in other states can com- 
petQ in the bidding, but it Just seems to 
happen that tlie Indiana quarries get 
the bulk of thr jobs. Either the.y are 
better organized or they can produce 
the stone more ecnnnmirally than th* 
limestone iiroducers in o'hPr states.
